Already there 
has been a considerable movement of 
potatoes to United States markets 
from British Columbia, Manitoba and 
Saskatchewan, Nine cars, however, 
have been rejected at the boundary. 
Several cars have already been ship- 
ped from Alberta and to dite all haye 
passed inspection. ‘Lhe possibility of 
iv profitable business depends upon 
the condition in which potatoes go 
forward and there is a considerable 
surplus in Alberta yet to he shipped. 


While the dealer is the one who is 
directly wtfected by the rejection of 
thipments, the producers must ulti- 
mately suffer the results if.the United 
States markets should be closed a- 
gainst Canadian potatoes. The De- 
psrtinent of Agriculture for the Pro- 
uince is (dlesirous of seeing the potato 
growers protect themselves to the ful- 
lest degree possible bu meeting the 
conditions: demanded by the United 
States Horticultural Board, Accord- 
ing tothe regulations of the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture, potatoes can be 
imported only under a permit issued 
[by the Iederal Horticultural Board 
fut Washington and those are issued 
* jexclusively to importers in the United 
States. The Provincial Dep irtment 
lot Agriculture hus been‘in communi- 
leation with the United States lederal 
Department with a view to having 
provincial inspection at shipping 
point accepted in place of federal in- 
spection wt the boundary. [t is evi- 
dent that there is a risk of rejection 
at the port of entry with the conse- 
quent hardship to the shipper and 
the danger of permanent i injury tu 
the market. After some correspon- 
dence the Department has Deen ad- 
vised that inspection by United States 
officials miust be made at the bound- 
ary regardless of any previous inspec. 
tion,

Under the auspices of the Y. and 
W.C.T.U., Mrs. Chester Gainer, 
B.A.L.LB. of Edmonton addressed 
a large and representative gathering 
of Wetaskiwin ladies on Tuesday 
evening in Girling’s Parlors. 

Mrs. Gainer briefly prefaced her 
remarks, by stating that the reeent 
Franchise Act placed the women of 
Albertain a new and responsible 
position and that the demand fo: 
instruction and education on Pro- 
vineial and Dominion laws is com- 
ing from all women's organizations 
also from women who have not i- 
dentified taemselves with any _ of 
these organizations. 


It becomes the duty of all who 
can do so to try and meet this need, 
thereby creating a public sentiment 
for better laws and a better under- 
standing of the present laws. 


Mrs. Gainer spoke of the Defect- 
ive, Delinquent and Dependent 
Children’s Act, and hoped that a 
separate institution would soon be 
provided for each class of children, 

The present Homestead Act was 
highly commended. also the effort 
of the present Government in trying 
{o obtain control of our Natural 
Yesources, 

The ladies were urged to try for 
the Dower Act, the present legisla- 
tion being very inadequate and 
stated that we might hope for some- 
thing more definite on this question

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APPLE GROWING IN NOVA 


’ NF RTT ES 


HERE is no part of Canada 
where apple production is more 
euccessfully carried on than in 

the Annapolis Valley of Nova Sco- 
tia, The principal reason for this,, 
apart from the fact (hat soil and 
climatic conditions are favourable, 
is that practically all of the large 
commercial orchards are situated 
in a continuous and closely con- 
nected chain. “Tho Valley” is ap-

By far the greater portion of Nova 
Scotfan apples is exported to Great 
Britain, the principal market being 
London. In the year 1911, whic! 
qvas a record season, almost 2,000,- 
$00 barrels of apples were marketed. 
At that timo Nova Scotian fruit was 
{ntroduced in the Prairie Provinces. 
There is covery indication that ship- 
ments to those markets will be is- 
creased, inasmuch as the Gravon- 
stein apple, for which Nova Scotia 
is famous, matures at a time when 
apples are in great domand in the 
Canadian West. A growing trade 
is also being doveloned with South 
America and South Africa, corres- 
ponding geographically to the trade 
in apples between British Columbia 
and Australla, 

It is rather intoresting to note 
that the apple barrol usod in Nova 
Scotia containg only 96 quarts, 23 
compared with the 112 quart barrel 
of Ontario. The Canadian Goyorn- 
o.ent regulations call for a minimum 
size of 96 quarts and Nova Scotia
